Student Government 



Student government has been an active institution at 
Armijo since it was first introduced in 1903. It gives the student 
a voice in the management of the school and in the running of 
their own affairs. Most students seem to take for granted the 
institution that is government, or worse yet they ignore it com- 
pletely, never realizing that they are one of few schools where 
students have a place where they can bring their complaints and 
ideas into the open. 

The A.S.B. president is the most powerful voice that the 
students possess. He works directly with the administration and 
he also attends meetings of the board of education, making sure 
that the thoughts of the students are known to those who dic- 
tate school policy. Among his many duties it is his job to veto 
or approve all legislation passed by the student senate.

There exists an open forum at Armijo where each class and every student has a voice. It is the student senate, where a voice can be 
heard in the shape of elected representatives. Students do have an equal say through their senators, and what is said does not echo unheeded 
throughout endless hallways, it is recorded and listened to, and it can bring about changes that benefit the students. 

Every class elects three senators at the start of each semester and these twelve meet daily to deal with the affairs of the student body. 
The vice president of the student body presides over the senate and meetings follow the procedures of the United States Senate. The A.S.B. 
secretary keeps minutes of the meetings and handles the immense amount of paperwork generated by the senate. Mr. Aldridge acts as 
advisor. 

The senate, among other duties, controls the budget of the student body. Armijo is one of a very small number of schools where 
students actually control their own money.

Board of Education 



The administration does not have full control over all that 
takes place here at school. The administration is answerable to 
the Board of Education, which must give its approval before 
action takes place on many school activities. 

The seven member board is elected by the general public. 
The members serve staggered terms of four years, with elections 
every two years. Board meetings are held every second and fourth 
Thursday of the month. Members choose their own president to 
run these meetings. He is usually a member with experience on 
the board and who shows leadership qualities. They also choose a 
vice-president, who presides over the meetings in the president's 
absence, and a clerk, who signs the minutes of the meetings and 
other special documents. 

The Board of Education makes policy for the school dis- 
trict, although much of the policy is set by state law. For ex- 
ample, they approve all textbooks before they can be used, the 
length of the school day. the school calendar, and the amount of 
discipline at the schools. They also make the final decision over 
the hiring of teachers, and control the budget of the school dis- 
trict. Not all policy comes directly from the board. For example, 
when orientation became a required course, it was because the 
faculty suggested it. The board considered, and then approved it. 

The Superintendent of Schools has the responsibility of 
making sure that the policies established by the Board of Educa- 
tion are carried out.
